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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the remarks filed 12/10/07, Applicants argue in 
substance that the (1) "project parameters" of Loveland do not include two or more data from the listed group; (2) the "assignment ' 
rotation" of Loveland does not teach prioritizing the project by the overall score and the class of the project parameters nor the recited 
weighting. 

In response to Applicants' argument (1), it should first be noted that the claims do not require "two or more data from the group 
consisting of..." Rather the claims recite "each data element includes one or more data from the group consisting of..." Clearly, Loveland 
teaches that claims have a plurality of data elements that at least some of them include the reicted list of data. For example, Loveland 
teaches that data elements in the claim inclode location of the incedent (i.e. geographic area) and repair cost (i.e. amount of the loss) (see 
column 14, lines 35-44). 

In response to Applicants' second argument, as noted in the rejections, the Examiner has interpreted the "type of loss" to be a form of 
the recited "class" and the final result of project parameters being defined and appropriate rules applied to be a form of overall score of the 
claim. Therefore, when assigning the claim, the type of class of claim is weighted more highly because only those service providers who 
are qualified to perform that type of project are matched based on the assignment process. 
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
